The  Ealls  are  level  or  still  wat^r  at  about  three  and  a  half  hours  on  the 
flood,  and  about  two  and  a  half  on  the  ebb,  so  that  they  are  passable  four 
times  in  twenty-four  hours,  about  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  each  time.  No 
other  rule  can  be  given,  as  much  depends  on  the  fioods  in  the  River  Saint 
John,  and  the  time  of  high  water  or  full  sea,  which  is  ofieu  hastened  by 
high  winds,  and  in  proportion  to  the  height  of  them. 


Time  Ball. 

The  Time  Ball  on  Northern  Tower  of  the  Custom  House  building  will  be 
hoisted  half  its  elevation  each  day  (Sundays  excepted  at  fifteen  minutes 
before-one  o'clock.  At  one  minute  before  one  o'clock  it  will  be  hoisted  its 
full  height;  and  at  one  o'clock,  mean  time,  the  Ball  will  be  dropped.  A

the  error  of  a  chronometer  may  be  ascertained  no  matter  where  the  ship  in 
lying.  Masters  of  vessels  arriving  at  St.  John  should  compare  their  Chro- 
nometers with  the  Time  Ball,  as  it  will  enable  them  ^oget  theseara'e, 
whioh  frequently  varies  from  harbor  rates.  Latitude  45d.  i«m.  42s.  North;

Any  shipmaster  entering  this  port,  keeeping  a  meterological  register, 
who  may  be  desirous  of  having  the  accuracy  of  their  barometei-s  verified, 
can  do  so  by  comparison  at  the  Observatory,  Customs  building.

Mail  Letters. — From  one  place  in  Canada  to  another,  and  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States,  3c.  per  half  oz.:  between  Canada  and 
Newfoundland,  and  between  Canada  and  Great  Britain,  5c.  per 
half  oz. 

Insufficiently  paid  letters,  from  one  place  in  Canada  to  another,  on 
which  the  first  naif  ounce  rate  of  postage  is  fully  prepaid,  are  for- 
warded charged  with  double  the  deBcient  postage. 

Insufficiently  paid  letters  for  or  from  tne  United  States,  on  which 
a  single  rate  of  postage  or  more  has  been  paid,  are  charged  with 
the  deficient  postage  on  delivery. 

Letters  addressed  to  places  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  must 
be  prepaid  one  full  rate  (3  cents),  otherwise  they  will  be  seat  to  the 
Dead  Letter  Office. 

SECOND  CLASS  MATTER. 

Canadian  Newspapers,  tfec— Newspapers  and  Periodicals,  printed 
and  published  in  Canada,  and  posted  from  the  office  of  publication,  or 
News  Agency,  to  actual  Subscribers  or  News  Agents  in  Canada, 
the  United  States  and  Neiofoundland ,  resident  elsewhere  than  at  the 
place  of  publication,  are  free.

Book  Packets,  dc. — IJookn,  Pamphlets,  Occasional  Publications, 
Printed  Circulars,  Prices  Current,  Hand  Bills,  Advertising  Sheets, 
Book  and  Newspaper  Manuscript,  Printers'  Proof  Sheets,  whether 
correot..a  v.-.-  not,  Maps,  Piintn,  Drawinus,  Engravings,  Litnograijhs, 
Photograph^.,  Sh^et  Music,  whether  printed  or  written,  Documents, 
wholly  or  partly  printed  or  written,  such  as  Deeds,  Insurance  Policies 
or  other  documents  of  a  like  nature,  when  posted  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  for  destinations  in  the  United  States,  are  charged  one  cent 
for  2oz.,or  fracti  n  of  2  oz.  — to  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamp;  and 
when  sent  from  one  place  in  Canada  to  another,  and  from  Canada  to 
Newfoundland,  one  cent  per  packet  of  4  oz.  or  less;  from  Canada  to 
Great  Britain,  one  cent  per  2  oz.  None  of  the  foregoing  articles  can 
be  registered  to  places  in  Canada  unlci^s  piepaid  by  letter  or  parcel 
post  rates.  Limit  of  weight  for  Canarla,  Newfoundland,  (ireat 
Britain  or  Uuited  States  is  5  lbs. ;  for  other  Postal  Union  countries, 
4  lbs. 

Seeds,  Cuttings,  Bulbs,  Roots  and  Scions  or  Grafts  can  only  be  sent 
to  thd  United  States  at  Fifth  Class  matter;  when  posted  for  delivery 
in  Canada,  the  postage  is  1  cent  per  4  oz.,  and  the  limit  of  weight 
4  lbs. 

Legal  and  Commen.ial  Papers. — Legal  and  Commercial  ]>aper8,  (other 
•than Deeds,  Mortgages  and  Insurance  Policies,  which  are  permitted 
to  come  under  the  Book  Post  regulation),  are  chargeable  at  letter 
rate  when  sent  to  any  address  in  the  Dominion  or  the  United  States; 
but  the  option  of  sending  such  documents  in  closed  parcels  prepaid 
at  parcel  rate,  to  any  address  in  the  Dominion,  is  permitted. 

Postage  rates  on  Uegal  and  Commercial  papers,  adtlrej-sed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  British  Colonies  and  Foreign  Postal  countries,  are 
as  follows:  To  countries  where  the  letter  rate  is  five  cents  per  i  oz, 
the  rate  of  legal  and  commercial  pajjers  is)  .5  cents  for  the  fiist  10  oz., 
and  one  cent  for  each  additional  2  oz  or  fraction;  or  to  countries 
where  the  letter  rate  is  10  cents  per  ^  oz.,  the  rate  is  5  cents  for  the 
first  4  oz.,  and  2  cents  for  each  additionul  2  dz.  Eligible  lor  registry 
in  Canada  only  when  prepaid  at  letter  or  parcel  post  rates. 

Patterns  and  Samples.— V&itGrwv,  and  samples  of  merchandize  not 
exceeding  24  ounces  in  weight,  when  posted  in  Canada  for  places 
within  C*nad->  or  Newfoundland,  ir.ust  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamp 
at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  4oz.  weight,  properly  labelled,  and  put  up 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  admit  of  inspection.  Goods  sent  in  execution 
of  an  order,  however  small  the  (luantit.y  may  be,  or  articles  sent  by 
one  private  individual  to  another,  not  being  actually  trade  patterns 
or  samples,  are  not  admissuble  us  such. 

Patterns  and  Sample*  lor  the  United  States,  1  cent  per  oz.,  weight 
and  size  legulated  by  rule  applicable  to  fifth  class  matter.

The  limit  of  weight  to  (ireat  Britain,  France,  Germany,  and  all  other 
coiuitrieH  in  Europe,  in  eight  ounces— postage  2  cencs  for  the  first  4  oz., 
and  1  cent  for  every  ad<litional  2  oz. 

No  article  liable  to  (Juatoms  duty  can  be  sent  as  a  sample  or  pattern 
to  a  postal  Union  country. 

FOURTH  CLASS  MATTER. 

i'arcc/^.— Closed  parcels  from  one  place  in  Canada  to  another  6c  per 
oz.,  and  from  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Quebec  to  Oreat  Britain 
.'iOc  per  lb.  or  fraction  of  a  lb.  Fee  when  registered,  5  cents.  There  is 
no  parcel  post  with  Newfoundland. 

Closed  parcels  cannot  pass  between  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

A  closed  parcel  for  Great  Britain  must  not  exeed  4  lbs.  weight  nor 
be  more  than  2  feet  long  by  1  fo jt  wide  or  deep.  A  customs  declar- 
ation form,  noting  contents  and  value,  must  be  securely  affixed  to  the 
parcel  with  mucilage  or  paste. 

By  inland  Canadian  parcel  post  the  weight  of  closed  parcels  is  limited 
to  5  lb>)  ,  and  the  size  to  2  ft  by  1  ft.  The  rate  is  5  cents  per  4  oz.,  or 
fraction  of  4  oz.  Closed  parcels  must  be  pbiinly  marked  By  Parcel 
Post." 

FIFTH  CLASS  MATTER. 

Postage  rate  1  cent  per  oz.  or  fraction  of  an  oz  ,  to  be  prepaid  by 
postage  stamp. 

Miscellaneous  articles  of  merchandize,  and  generally  all  matter  per- 
mittod  to  pass  by  mail  in  Canada  which  is  not  of  the  nature  of  a 
letter,  and  therefore  subject  to  letter  rate  of  postage,  and  not  entitled 
to  he  posted  at  a  lower  rate  than  Fifth  Class  under  one  of  the  other 
classes,  may  pass  as  Fifth  Class  when  addressed  to  any  destination 
within  the  iJominion  or  United  States. 

Fifth  Class  matter  may  be  so  packed  or  put  up  as  to  be  open  to 
examination  of  contents,  and  must  not  exceed  4  lbs.  in  weight  nor  2 
feet  in  length  by  1  foot  in  width  or  depth. 

When  passing  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  it  will  be 
sebject  to  Customs  re^'ulations  if  liable  to  duty. 

The  registration  charge  on  f  ifth  Class  matter  is  5  cents  in  addition 
to  postage. 

RE-UIRECTED   LETTERS. 

Re-directed  letters  to  places  within  the  Dominion  or  U.  S.  will  be 
forwarded  without  any  additional  charge  if  returned  promptly  to  the 
office. 

Letters  sent  to  or  received  from  a  country  of  the  Postal  Union,  and 
afterwards  re-directed  to  any  place  in  Canada,  or  to  a  country  in  the 
Postal  Union,  will  be  forwarded  even  if  taken  out  of  the  office  and 
re-addressed;  but  if  re-addressed  to  a  pla«!e  where  there  is  a  hia:her 
rate  of  postage,  the  difference  of  postage  will  be  chargeable. 

REGISTERED  MATTER. 

Letters  intended  to  be  Registered,  when  addressed  to  places  in 
Canada,  must  be  prepaid  by  stamp,  2  c^nts  each.  For  Newfoundland, 
Registered  Letters,  2  cents,  other  articles  5  cents  in  addition  to  the 
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postage.      On  all  nrtideH  of  cc.rre-potidt'nce  of  whatever  deHcriptiot*—  j 
whether  letterH,   printed  or  iniHct'lluneouH  matter— nent  re>,'is  tereil  to 
the  Unite  i  States,  5  cents  will  be  charnred  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
postage— the  «reen  it  cent  rejjiHtered  ntainp  to  be  used, 

All  letters  for  KoKistratiou  i»hould  be  ponted  M  minuteH  before  the 
hour  of  closing  Mails. 

No  letter  will  be  accepted  at  thiM  office  for  Regirttratiou  addrenned 
either  to  initials  or  what  mav  appear  a  tictitious  name,  and  any  such 
Registered  Letters  received  from  another  ottice,  or  deposited  in  the 
Letter  Box  for  Registratio",  will  be  at  once  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter 
Ofiicd  for  disposal. 

Reyistered  Letter  Stamps  of  the  denomination  of  2  and  5  cents,  may 
be  obt<vined  at  the  usual  places, 

MATTER  WHICH  CANNOT  BE  KORWAROED  THROCfiH  THE  POST. 

Any  explosive  substance,  glass,  licjuid,  or  other  matter  likely  to 
entail  risk  or  injury  to  the  ordinary  contents  of  the  mail,  will  be  sent 
to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,  Ottawa. 

Spectacles  and  eye-glasses,  if  securely  put  in  cases  not  likely  to  allow 
the  contents  to  escape  if  broken  in  course  of  conveyance,  may  be  sent 
by  Post  within  the  Dominion  on  prepayment  of  Parcel  Post  rates. 

SALE  OK  POSTAOE  STAMPS. 

Any  person,  other  than  a  postmaster,  who  engages  in  the  sale  of 
Postage  Stamps  or  Stamped  Envelope-",  without  b«in(^  licenced  by  the 
Postmaster  General,  is  liable,  on  cnnvictiou  before  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  to  a  penalty  of  JS40  for  each  offence. 

USEFUL  HINTS. 

Never  send  money  or  other  articles  of  value  through  the  Post  Office 
except  either  by  Money  Order  or  Registered  Letter. 

Make  complaints  and  inquiries  in  writing. 

Post  all  letters  and  newspapers,  etc.,  as  early  as  practicable,  especi- 
ally when  sent  in  large  numbers. 

Envelopes  closed  ana  simply  clipped  at  the  ends  cannot  be  for- 
warded by  Book  Post. 

Preserve  aiid  request  correspondents  to  preserve  envelopes  of  mis- 
sent  or  delayed  letters. 

Business  men  should  be  careful  to  authorize  but  a  limited  number  of 
persons  to  receive  their  letters,  and  only  those  in  whom  they  have  full 
confidence. 

Have  a  letter  box  on  your  office  door. 

A  letter  once  posted  becomes  the  property  of  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  addressed,  and  must  be  forwarded  according  to  its  direction.  On  no 
application,  however  urgent,  can  it  be  delivered  back  to  the  writer,  or 
to  any  other  person. 

Letters  addressed  to  mere  initials,  or  fictitious  names,  will  not  be 
delivered,  unless  addressed  in  care  of  a  resident,  or  to  some  box  in  the 
Post  Office. 

Letters  containing  Gold  or  Silver  Money,  Jewels,  or  precious 
articles,  or  anything  liable  to  f 'ustoms  duties,  cannot  be  forwarded  by 
Post  to  any  of  the  Postal  Uni  on  countries  except  the  United  States. 
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MUTILATED  STAMPS. 

Letters  havi  g  mutilated  stamps,  or  stamps  so  soiled  and  defaced  as 
to  make  it  impossible  for  the  sorting  clerks  to  decide  whether  they 
have  been  used  before  or  not,  will  be  sent  to  the  Postmaster-Ueneral 
for  his  adjudication.

In  sendine:  money  by  mail  it  is  always  best  to  transmit  by  Money 
Order,  if  posrible;  if  sent  by  letter  it  should  always  be  registered. 

Money  orders  issued  and  paid  from  9  a.  m.  to  4  p,  m. 

Commission  on  Money  Orders. — On  M  r.ey  Oraers  drawn  bv  any 
Money  Order  Office  in  Canada  on  any  other  Money  Order  Office  in 
the  Dominicm  ip  as  follows:  If  not  exceeding  $4,  2c.;  over  $4  and  not 
ericeedmg  $10,  5c.;  over  $10  and  not  exceeding  $20,  10c.;  over  $20 
and  not  exceeding  $30,  20c.;  over  $40  and  not  exceeding  $60,  30c.; 
over  $60  and  not  exceeding  $80,  40c.;  over  $80  and  not  exceeding 
$100,  50c. 

No  single  Money  Order,  payable  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  can 
be  issued  for  more  than  $100;  itut  as  many  of  $100  each  may  be  given 
as  the  remitter  requires.

The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till  two  next 
morning. 

The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  t.  e.,  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed  by  fair 
weather;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table.

The  Weight  and  Measures  Act  provides  that  two  >?allons  shall  be  a  peck 
and  eight  gallons  a  bushel,  and  that  after  .January  l.st,  1HM().  in  contracts  for 
the  sale  and  deliverj-  of  any  of  the  undermentioned  articles,  tiie  bushel 
shall  e  determined  by  weight,  unless  convenience.;  fur  weighing  are  not 
available,  tr  unless  a  bushel  by  measure  is  specially  agreed  on  in  »vriting. 
th  >  weight  equivalent  to  a  bushel  being  as  foilows:  Wheat,  t»i>  pounds; 
Indian  corn.  .5tJ  pounds;  rye,  .5(i  poumls;  peas.  l)eans,  and  clovei-  seed,  H<. 
pounds:  barley,  timothy  seed  and  buckwheat,  1H  pounds:  malt.:*!  pounds: 
oats,  34  pounds;  flaxseed,  .'jo  i)o»uids;  hempseed,  44  ponnds;  l)lue  gra.ss 
seed.  14  pounds:  ca.st  ^r  beans,  40  pounds;  potatoes,  turnips,  carrots. 
parsnips,  beets  and  onions,  Ch)  pounds:  bituminous  coal,  70  pounds.  Power 
is  also  given  to  the  (Jovenior-in  Council  to  8|)ecify  the  weight  of  other 
articles  equivalent  to  a  bushel.  Violations  of  the  foregoing  provisions 
subject  the  offender  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $2.')  for  the  first  offence 
and  not  exceeding  ^n)  for  each  subsequent  offence. 

ADDITIONAL  REOI'UATIONS. 

1.  All  apples  j)acked  in  Canada  for  sale  by  the  bairel  sholl  be  packed  in 
good  and  strong  barrels  of  seasoned  wood  made  as  nearly  cyliniirical  as 
maybe;  the  staves  of  such  barrels  shall  be  twenti-seveii  iiiclus  in  length 
from  Croe  to  Croe.  with  heads  from  sixt^^en  and  f>n"-hulf  tc  seventeen 
Inches  In  diameter;  and  such  barrels  shall  be  sufficiently  h..<i])cd  with  ii 
lining  hoop  within  the  chimes,  tlie  whole  well  .securtd  by  nails. 

8.  Every  person  who  offers  or  exposes  ai>ples  for  sale  by  tl^e  barrel, 
oth  rwise  than  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-flve  cents  for  each  barrel  of  apples  so 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale.
